EDITOR GAZETTE :—One of the most seriou 


questions now before the nation, U what is t 
be done with the Indians. 


Shall we pursue the " Peace Policy" inaugu 


rated by President Grant, or shall we fight am 
ultimately annihilate all the hostile tribes. 


The reports of Generals Sherman, Harner 


and others in the year 1808, nearly ten year 
ago, show conclusively that in every war with 
the United States during the past century, the 
Indians have taken up arms In self defence. 


In one of those reports, piobably written b; 


General Sherman himself, it is said : " That 
llie Indian goes to war is not astonishing; 'hi 
is often compelled to do so, wrongs are borne by 
him In silence, which never fall to drive civil, 
ized man to deeds of violence. The best possi- 
ble way to avoid war is to do no injustice." 


This was believed ten years ago by our armr 
IK.-CIO, ana. >mjr snould it not oe the prevailing 


sentiment now, yet we see it is not, foi Genera 
Sherman and others are pursuiue them witli 
fire and sword. 


There is a glaring inconsistency here, nud 


calls fur serious consideration on tlie part oi 
our National Legislature. 


But if it were possible for Congress to bring 


about a state of things by which no Injustice 
could be done to them, that would not, by any 
means, relieve us from the obligation to civilize 
them. 


Doing them justice in the future would not 


be a sufficient atonement for the gross wrongs 
of a century. No? the only reparation or 
atonement which the nation can with any pro- 
priety and generosity make them, is to civilize 
and christianize them. 


But it will be asked c.iu this be done? 


Many doubt it, and some public men have1 un- 
dertaken to show that all such attempts will 
be futile.

Presbytery cannot but viuw with great sor- 


ow, ai'd most serious alarm, the tendencies 
een In so many quarters to relax the sacred- 
icss of the oliseivance uf the Sabbath, and the 
Hinidable cffoits which are being made to turn 
t into a day of mere recreation and revelry, 
n the rapidly increasing circulation of Sunday 
lewspapers, in the startling growth of travel by 
ail load and steamboat on the sacred day, and 
u the progress which almost eveiy week is 
tvituessiug in the opening on that day of places 
)f amusement, we have abundant cunae for 
hanie and (ear. And most zrievous of all, at 
he present time, to us as resfdenti of the city 
>r its vicinity, is the opening of the Permanent 
Exhibition on the Loid's day in defiance of the 
Jivine command, ir. disregard <if the law of the 
State, and in violation of the rights of the 
vhole Christian community. Avarice,hostility 
o religion, infidelity, indifference, and incon- 
sideiation, are thin combining to inflict a sore 
moral and religious eril upon the community 
whoso baneful influence must be fell far aud 
near. 


A crisis has come when, as a branch of the 


Jhurch of the Lord Jesus Christ whose honor 
s invaded, we have no alternative but to speak 
>ut emphatically, and make pin'voice heard as' 
widely as is in our power. We must coine, in 
whatever way w« can.to i he support of one of the 
•hief bulwaiks of our holy religion. If we do not 
utter an emphatic testimony it will be assumed 
hat we acquieico in the tendency which would 
carry away the day of God, of worship, and of 
sacred rest. Every ecclesiastical body, from 
he highest to the lowest, every Christian fami- 
y, and every individual who loves the Lord 
Jesus is now solemnly bound to take a stand 
n hich cannot be mistaken on this luomentoui 
question. 


The Sabbath is imbedded in the Decalogue 


wtitten by God's own finger, enforced by the 
same obligation that demands we shall have no 
other God, or that we shall not kill, and so far as 
thai divine code is concerned can no more 
be touched 
Uiauany other of the 'com- 


mands.

glory were given to if by the dayof its 
obsetvance having been changed, so that 
it now also commemorates the resurrection of 
onr Lord. No act or word of Christ tended to 
weaken its obligations. It has betii uiade a 
test of allegiance to Jehovah, who claims it as 
bis own day and has set apart for his own 
worship.

which 


Scripture, and experience, and science posi- 
tively affirm to be necessary for every toiler 
with hands or head.. It has a most important 
bearing upon the secular Interests of society. 
It is a divine appointment, which in itself servej 
as a remembrance of creation and redemption 
and as a pledge of eternal rest, and is associated 
with all that is sacied arid blessed in religion. 
Its whole tendency is to promote the interests 
of godliness. Its weekly returns calls to the wor- 
ship of the sanctuary and furnishes a set time 
fur duties of prayer, praise and attention to the 
mind of God in the scriptures. In a word, it is 
essential to the right observance, and even the 
continuance of the ordinance! of the Gospel. 


To lay an unfriendly hand upon this divine 


iiiilitulion, to ignore it, or to relax its binding 
obligation, is to uke away the glory of our 
American Sabbath; it Is to commit an act of 
open rebellion against the God ot this sacred 
day, 
who has commanded its observance; it ia 


tc fustei irreligion, Intemperance and dissipa- 
tion ; It is to loosen all the salutary restraints 
of religion and ipligious influences j it is to aim 
a uiott formidable blow against both divine 
and human law ; and it is "to threaten every 
thing dear and hopvful in the Gospel of our 
blessed Lord. 


Therefore, as a Presbytery, ooustir.utlmj an 


important element in the exponent of its 
Christian conscience of the community, we ear- 
nestly protest against all tb« assaults which an 
now 'being made upon the Chiistian Sabbath as 
a crime against Chiistiauity, against our coun- 
try, and against our God. "We recommend all 
our ministers to preach 'plainly and urgently 
on behalf of the sacred day. We 'exhort our 
people, in their individual capacity, and in their 
families, to cultivate a more careful observance 
of its duties. And we lay the solemn charge 
upon all to avoid participation iu any ct its vio- 
latloni, and to giv« them no countenance; to 
take every method of showing disapprobation 
of Sabbath desecration; to use all their influ- 
ence, in the various relations they sustain, to 
put an end to the profanation of the holy day, 
and to make it a special object of prayer, thai 
God would avert from us the tin of Sabbath- 
breaking, with all its deserved consequences of 
evil.

Hail! hearty, brown October. From meadow 


ind stubble coined the sound of the grin, and 
'i-orn hill and thicket is heard the music of the 
hounds over our grand old Commonwealth. As 
the gunner goes forth with well trained dogs 
and trusty fowling; piece to enjoy the pleasures 
of the field, to watch the feathers 
floating ou 


the air as the lusly partiidge stops his whirring 
flight, or to knock over the unwary hare as he 
bounds from fuirow to furrow, he must not 
forget that the land owner has rights which 
he is hound to respect. The right to gun over 
a man's fields without permission is no more 
conferred by the game laws than is the right to 
pluck fruit from an enclosed gaiden or grain 
from a fenced field. There will be, through all 
tiiDe.inespouBible parties, boys who have not ar- 
rive:! at years of discretion, and men whoso 
ideas of nicitm et t->twn are sadly confounded, who 
will not fall to trespass upon the rights of others 
by knocking over a stray chicken or leaving bars 
down so that cattle cm tiample upon the young 
winter grain. For such the laws of trespass and 
larceny afford suitable penalties, and in invoic- 
ing those penalties the farmer should have the 
active cooperation of every gunner who desires 
to preserve the dignity of his manhood and tlie 
rights of his fellows. 
Too often is heard the 


complaint that if information is lodged a barn 
may be burned or crops destroyed. The fear 
is, in nine cases out often, groundless, for Hie 
fellow who would commit the crime is tin ar- 
'ant con-aid, having a wholesome dread of bolts 
and 
bars. 
No true lover of field sports 


should hesitate to testify against such rascals. 
Who does not fuel more pleasure in gunning 
fearlessly after obtaining penuission from the 
owner of the propeity, than in skulking behind 
fences to avoid being seen from the house? 
The former is laudable recreation ; the latter, 
poaching. 
Poachers deserve no recognition 


from sportsmen. They are a moral incubus 
upon the community in which they live, doing 
always harm, never 
good. 
There is no rea- 


son why our Bristol gunners should not at- 
tain such a standard of excellence in this re- 
spect that when any damage to person or prop- 
erty is inflicted during tlie shooting season it 
may be freely asserted Hut such damage did 
not occur from the wanton act of a Bristol gun- 
ner. 
Circumspect conduct upon all occasions, 


a regard for the rights of others, and a feeling 
that the duties of a gentleman should he as care- 
fully performed in the field as in the parlor, 
will go f.ir towards making the man who shoots 
and 
tlie man whose property is shot over, 


friends. 
In gunning trips to different parts of 


the country the writei has often been ordered 
off, and has invariably gone. At times, the or- 
der has been booiish and mingled with curses, 
at others, the request has been couched in lan- 
guage which was gentlemanly though firm. It 
raatteis not in what manner the icquest is 
conveyed, the duty is obvious. Often the re-

.icipated. One instance, especially, is iciuem- 
bered. On a bleak, cold d.iy in November, 
ivhen tlie hiids were fearfully wild, the crossing 
ofa meadow to pursue the covey brought down 
a volley of maledictions upon our de\oted head. 
The profusion of apologies for the intrusion, 
and the coulial invitation to take a drink from 
an adjacent spring, so befuddled the proprietor 
that in less than a quarter of an hour he was 
following the dogs and showing us the coveys. 
The laud owner may have been irritated by 
frequent incursions of the petty thieves svho in- 
fest the country, carrying a gun to disguise 
their puipose, swarming out of towns and cities 
to kill, by f.tir means ar foul, every living thing 
that crosses their track, but lie can soon deter- 
mine whether you belong to that class, and in 


e majority of instances he will have as much 


pleasing as yourself iu witnessing the peifonn- 
ance ofa well bred, well broken dog. Kernem- 
ber then, as you make piepanitions for the an- 
nual trip, that by a due regard for Hie rules of 
politeness and a proper lespect for other peo- 
ples' lights and feelings, you will not only en- 
liance jour own pleasures but will aid in ad- 
vancing the inteiests of all honest spoilsmen. 
As for the dishonest ones, let them take a look 
at the world from Ihn daik side of a giidiron 
Their loss will be your gain.

for the peculiar condition of Australian exis- 
tence. The niothei ofa family of brush tur- 
keys is very far removed fiom the position ofa 
domestic drudsie and enjoys complete immunity 
from the shivery of incubation. The old birds 
in Spring share the labor of collecting an enor- 
mona'mass of half-decayed leaves and earth, 
five feet high, and sometimes forty-five feet lu- 
circumference. As soon as the hot-bed, by fei- 
mentation of Ihe v.i!{;elablo uia.lter, utjaiiis; » 
heat of about eighty-nine degrees Fahrenheit, 
the lieu birds deposits her eggs opa after 
another, in the cenlre. They aie very care- 
fully anangod in a circle and then covered to a 
considerable height 
witli leaves and earth. 


When hatched, the you ng biids scratch their 
own way out, and are ableut birth not ouly to 
run but to fly sufficiently well to enable them 
lo perch on trees out of harm's way. 
The 


mother, however, seems generally to hang about 
the neighboihood, and to assume at once the 
education and guidance of the family. The so- 
lution of this extraordinary peculiarity Is, as 
Mr. Wallace has pointed out, only to bo found 
in the peculiar conditions of upper Australia, 
where prolonged droughts and scanty .water 
supply entail a pereiodical' scarcity of food. 
The* confinement of the parents to oiie sr>ot for 
the purpose of incubation, might under these 
circumstances lead lo starvation and the conse- 
quent death of the offspring, but with free 
power to.roara the birds uuy easily find susten- 
ance, and the younjj, fully developed at birth, 
are at once capable of prolonged anil extended 
journeys.

TIIE THOMAS JPAIJTE COXTROVERSY. 


There are those who might consider tho pos- 


thumous fortune of Thomas Paine'to be as ill- 
starred as that which darkened his life. 
Cob- 


belt violated his humble sepulchre, and carried 
off his bones to England. 
His personal chaiac- 


ter, which in the minds of candid men is pretty 
well settled, is yet made the topic of eager con- 
troversy. 
We have already alluded to the ofler 


made b» Colonel Robert G. Ingersoll to submit 
the matter of Paine's death-bed troubles to a 
Coui tot'Arbitration—this offer being occasioned 
by 'he strictures of The New York Observer. 
Nothing, it appears lo us, could be less likely to 
be followed by any desirable and determined 
result. The leslimony, already of record, re- 
specting the squalor and degradation of Paiue's 
last years is ample; we meet with it in many 
p'aces, and it may be said that It is as authentic 
as any fact recorded in history. The, men who 
saw Paine, and who hurt ample oppoitunities of 
observing his habits, all concur in representing 
him as deplorably intemperate. Grant Thor- 
burn, whose infoimatiou upon this point is par- 
ticulaily full, was certainly in no sense a pre- 
judiced witness, but on the other hand, he was 
a specially conscientious Scotchman, and quite 
incapable of recording a falsehood. 
Tho tra- 


ditions at Xiiw-Kochelle, where Paine diocl and 
was buried, all confirm the stories of hia tin- 
foitunate habits of intoxication. Tho story 
told in his diary by Stephen Grellet, the eminent 
Quaker pieacher, is to the same pnrpoit. If 
any question can be consideied settted, it is 
that of Paiue'a personal habits. 


The second subject of controveisy is that of 


Faille's ante-mortem remorse, and of a change 
in his religious feelings at or near his final hour. 
Considering that for a long tune before his 
depailure he was hardly evei sober, and lived 
almost entirely upon a inixtmeof nun and 
milk, piMhaps too much 'importance may be at- 
tached to any expressions, either blasphemous 
01 cnnvculinnally penitential, which fell fiom 
his lips. One iliing is certain—whether he died 
Atheist, Deist, 01 like one almost persuaded lo 
belieie while incapable of believing, his closing 
days weie singularly unhappy. He had been 
in his time a man of'some importance, and had 
acted a considerable part in the atlairs of three 
great Slates. He had achieved the honor of 
being prosecuted by an English Ministry. 
He 


had been a member, and by no means an ob- 
scure one, of tho National Convention of 
France, lie had been a confidential officer of 
the American Congress. He had been patron- 
ized by Washington, and treated with marked 
consideration by Jell'eison. 
IIis political writ- 


ings hail done much to forward the Declaiation 
of Independence, and" to pi spare the public 
mind for its favorable) reception. 
But his hab- 


its had wutn out the patience of all his distin- 
guished and icspiectable associates; and now 
in a country village, almost alone, and with a 
constitution entirely ruined by his excesses, he 
was slowly dying. What a man says under 
such circumstances must depend greatly upon 
his momentary humor. 
To some of those vis- 


itors wlw were brought by pity orcharity to his 
bedside Paine spoke very harshly of Christian- 
ity and of Christians; with others he set-mi to 
have been more 
moderate in his language. 


Mary lioscoe, a young Quakeiess, lold Grellet 
that Paine spoke of his atheistical friemls as 


miserable comforters; and what Mary Roscoe 


said to Grellel ruay be accepted as tho truth, as 
well as Grellet's report of it. She says that she 
repeatedly heard him uttering cries of " Oh, 
Lord!" and that he confessed to her that Satan 
alone could have prompted him to wnla the 


Age of Reason," 
What lie meant by this Is uncertain. He 


may have regretted tho publication as injurious 
lo his temporal fortunes, since undoubtedly it 
had been so. He may have felt that lie had 
thrown away great chances for the sake of 
giatifying his natural love of disputation. He 
may even have been haunted by a suspicion 
that his book was a mistake, theologically con- 
sidered. 
For some reason, at any rale, an al- 


lusion to it made by the. religions woman who 
had come to miujstor to his wants, gave him 
little pleasure. Ills memory may have, gone 
back to.lh'e days of his boyhood, when he was 
led by his mother in the decent and orderly 
ways of the Society of Friends,,and he in if lit 
naturally have contrasted his happiness then 
with his present miserable condition. 
IIovv 


far be felt that he butt boon wrong in his reli- 
gious speculations it is impossible lo say. 
His 


mind had betn very muoh weakened by his 
habits; and we canuut be ant's that when his 
mind was at !ts best, he hoartlly'nccaplod. ihe 
opinions fur which he was. willing to stand 
sponsor, He was never a very hearty disbe- 
liever. He aceepLed a Supreme IJeing, and he 
distinctly avowed his belief in " happiness DA- 
youd this life." 
He thought that " icligious 


duties consisted 
in doing justice, in loving 


uiercy and iu endeavoring to make our felloft 
creatures happy." This was his iheciry, what- 
ever may have been hi-s practice; and so far, 
upon his death-bed, he, had no anti-Christian 
sentiments to recant. ; 


The public has all the. testimony which it is 


likely to have concerning this man's ultimate 
opinions, and a-eouit of arbitration would not, 
piobably, throw much light upon tKeni. There 
will always be those who, honestly influenced 
by their dearest opinions, wlH attribute the 
wieck of Paine's life to his want -of religious 
principles. There will always bo others' Xvho 
will refer it to ,-ioeidont, and to the ingratitude 
of those whom he hadi failhCully served. But' 
nobody can deny that it is a wreck. All the 
arbitrators in the.world will not alter that 
fact; and as Ihe American public, remember- 
fug his services ivhen Uiey were-really of gieat 
value, is disposed lo forget his errors of con- 
duct and of opinion, Colonel iugersoll clearly 
does no friendly ofl^ce, to. h(s metiiory by his 
somewhat boisterous uatronage. - Biographic 
character is not to be settled by the offer of 
wagers, however large; and mankind, in cases 
of disptited'reputation, can make iip its mind 
without erecting a special tribunal 'forthe purr 
pose of determining the uicrits or demerits of 
a man so well know as Thomas Paine.
